The accident occurred 
during the 
heavy storm of rain 
and wind which 
swept over this section about half past 
tw o o ’clock. W ith the coining of the 
wind the big tent Marted *o sway und 
a murkier of the people, 
fearing that 
it would not lie able to stand the strain 
started to get to 
positions where they 
could make 
hurried exits. 
they had 
scarcely started when one of the small 
supporting poles snapped and the whole 
southern part of the tent fell in.
